A CHANGE PEOBABLE. 


There seems to be a good [prospect 
that the suggestien made by the Ga- 


ZETTE a few months ago that the Cen- 
tral Pacific railroad cempany move its 
shops here, and make this place the 
headquarters for the country east of 
the Summit, may be adepted. It 
seems to be as popular among the of- 
ficers and employees of the railread 
as it is ameng the citizens of Rene. 
It might be made quite a means of 
the company if the move can be made 
without too great an oullay. The 
trains would run from Rocklin here, a 
a distance of a hundred and thirty- 
two miles, and from here east two en- 
gines would double between Wads- 
worth and Reno, and the old arrange- 
ment continue east ef there. Con- 
ductors and brakemen would run to 
Winnemucca. and passenger, crews 
perhaps further. There weuld be no 
need ef switch engines at Truckee or 
Wadsworth. Traias going up the 
meustains from here would take their 
regular load and double-head from 
here right through to Rocklin instead 
ef being made up at Wadsworth and 
broken up here and again at Truckee. 

The tracks at Truckee are en a very 
heavy grade and the switching is both 
dangerous and expensive. The pres- 

ent divisions are awkward and render 
enemy of working impossible. 
Either extra trains must run back and 
forth between Rene and Truckee, or 
extra engines must be ready to help 
pull up the regular through trains, or 
the engines must run between here 
and Wadsworth with a fractien ef a 
load. If the change is made a good 
saving will be made by dividing the 
Nevada and Utah part of the road in- 
to two divisiens instead of three, 
thus dispensing with a superindent, 

clerk, train dispatcher and assistant 
with little incidentals enough to foot 
up six or seven hundred dollars in 
coin. We cannot say whether our old 
friends, Free, Codding;on and Pratt 
will cut the cords to see whe goes, or 
whether it will be a survival of the 
fittest, with some other test. No 
doubt thore are plenty of places where 
men like them may be made useful. 

The change would be an important 
one for Reno, and if it can be effected 
she can afford te be very liberal.

THE BONANZA STEAL. 


Wholesale and Disgracefal Betrayal ef 


the People.—The Way the Intia- 
mous Measure Was Car- 
ried in the Assembly. 


‘As is generally known, a bill was 
rushed through the legislature just be- 
fore it closed its lame and impotent 
labors, relieving the mining companies 
from what is known as the “ bullion 
; tax penalties.” The passage of this 
| bill was one of the most infamous and 
glaring eutrages, perpetrated on the 
people by the weakest and most cor- 
tupt legislature that ever assembled in 
Nevada. Hon. J. T. Williams, assem- 
blyman frem Nye county, being io 
town, a Gazette reporter sought him 
out for the purpose of learning from 
him hew the infamy was consummated. 
Mr. Williams is the author of the cel- 
ebrated Williams railroad bill, and 
has been throughout the session one of 
the sturdiest and truest ‘advocates e 
the people. 

Mr. Williams said he could net un- 
derstand how the thing got through, 
unless bribery had something te do 
with it. Every member of the assem. 
bly was pledged iu cenvention on this 
issue, yet their pledges were shame- 
lessly broken. o had canvassed the 
assembly last Friday, and twenty-nine 
members—a number sufficient to kill 
it—had promised to vote agoinst the 
bill, but when the vote came, ten of 
them fell square down in the dust and 
voted for it. The V. & T. and the 
Bonanza lobbies joined hands and 
made a jeint fight against the people. 
A. C. Cleveland was the generalissimo 
of the combined raiders en the peo- 
His emisaries were busy 
as bees, ‘‘ buzzing” and buying legis- 
laters. When one was t,ene ef 
Cleveland's henchmen was detailed to 
herd him, and he was towed around 
until his vote was cast. mbers who 


‘| were vociferously indignant at the 


eppressions of the Bonanza firm, were 
the most subservient slaves to it after 
an interview with Cleveland. The 
third house bad things all their ewa 
way, during the last days of the ses- 
sien, and every thieving bill that was 
introduced became a law, except in 
cases where there was no disposition 
shown to “whack up.” The great 
mass of the members seemed to have 
no ideaof domg anything for their 
constituents, Their whele aim ap- 
peared to be te grab or steal what- 
ever came in their way. When a bill 
that affected tho railroads or capital- 
ists inany way was introduced, mem- 
bers who had not been “‘approached,’’ 
voted on all sides, and filibustered in 
every wayin order to make them 
come down. When the bullion tax 
bill was put upon its final passage 
in the assembly, Cleveland sent a 
‘herder’ with every one of his pur- 
chased cattle inte the assembly cham- 
ber, and in every instance the herder 
remained until he had voted his mas. 
Not one of them hadthe courage to 
defy the bidding of his master, but 
veted just as his watcher intimated; 
and this io the broad daylight, where 
peeple were looking on with righteous 
scern and indignation, The wretches 
did not even have the peor consola- 
tion of appearing to vote indepen- 
dently, but the shame of their bar- 
gain and sale was publicly shown. 
Che multitude saw, jeered and scoffed 
at their open dixgrace. Even the 
men who had bought and used them, 
urned their backs on them when the 
werk was done. An eastern Nevada 
member came whining areund Cleve- 
land next day after the vote for rec- 
ugnition but Oleveland turned his 
back on him in undisguised disgust. 
He said they were the “cheapest and 
dirtiest lot of scrubs he had ever 
handled.” 

In answer to whathe thought the 
governor would do with the bill, Mr. 


W. said he could not say definitely. 


The governer was pled on the is- 
sue by the convention that neminated 

m aud had the reputation ef being 

man ef honor; therefore he still felt 
hepeful, though the Bonanza men 
were confident he would sign it. 
Should he do so it weuld politically 
damn him forever. The last hope of 
the people is in the governor, he can 
either veto the bill or hold it over 
till the next session ef the legislature. 

Mr. Williams said his political ex- 
ience this session had humiliated 
and disgusted him, and all he desired 
was to go back to his farm and let 
pelitics alone hereafter. -.
